WASHINGTON, June 17, 
(Agencies): The chief spokes- 
man for the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation. Bassam 
Abu Sharif, has been quoted 
as saying that the PLO is will- 
ing to recognise Israel and 
accept a two-state solution. 

In an interview with the 
Washington Times newspaper, 
he described his statement as a 
“breakthrough” and noted that 
it was circulated originally as a 
PLO position papier during the 
Arab summit meeting in Algiers. 

The Washington Tunes and 
Abu Sharif also disclosed that 
the paper had been submitted for 
publication as an article in the 
Washington Post just before the 
Moscow summit between US 
President Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. The 
Post, however, decided not to 
publish it, Abu Sharif said. 

Influence 

The Times said in a comment 
on the statement that it had 
originally been meant as a "trial 
balloon” rather than the signall- 
ing of a definitive policy shift by 
the PLO. 

Abu Sharif told the Times that 
the statement had been drafted to 
influence Reagan's discussions 
during the summit. 

The PLO spokesman said: “1 
wrote this article as adviser to the 
chairman of the PLO. Whatever 
US Sec retary of State George 
Shulu'Vriies. it Is Shultz' 
whatever the adviser to the chair- 
man writes, it is the adviser to the 
chairman.” 

The Washington Times said 
the Abu Sharif article, which had 
been distributed to the press in 
Algiers, was “so explosive" that 
Arab newspapers did not touch 
it. 

Because the press did not publ- 
ish the PLO position paper, it 
was leaked to a publication in 
London, the Middle East 
Mirror. The Times published 
excerpts from key paragraphs in 
the statement. 

Secure 

It stated, among other things: 
“We believe that all people — the 
Jewish and the Palestinians 
included — have the right to run 
their own affairs, expecting from 
their neighbours not only non- 
belligerence but the kind of 
political and economic co-opera- 
tion without which no stale can 
be truly secure. - 

"The Palestinians want that 
kind of lasting peace aad security 
for themselves ahd the Israelis 
because no one can build his own 
future on the ruins of another's. 

"The means by which the 
Israelis want to achieve lasting 
peace and security is direct talks. 


NEW YORK, June 17, (Agen- 
cies): An Iranian government 
official denied rumours broad- 
cast by British commercial telev- 
ision yesterday that Ayatollah 
Khomeini had died.

the children of the Israelis.” 

A Kuwaiti daily said yesterday 
that a meeting will take place 
nexL month between Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze and Shultz for set- 
ting up the mechanism for a 
proposed international Mideast 
peacx conference.

Conditions 

The sources indicated that 
conditions of convening the con- 
ference are based on recognition 
of Security Council resolution 
242 and condemnation of all 
forms of terrorism. 

The Soviet message to Hus- 
sein, according to the diplomatic 
sources, made note of a US- 
Soviet understanding that the 
conference will not have powers 
to impose resolutions, that the 
permanent members of the UN 
Security Council will act to 
create a positive atmosphere for 
the negotiations to proceed and 
they can either collectively or 
individually offer suggestions or 
advice. 

Invitations for participation in 
the conference will be extended 
by the United Nations secretary- 
general, they said. 

The Shultz-Shevardnadze 
meeting will prove decisive and

BEIT FURIK, West Bank, June 
17, (Agencies): Israeli troops 
shot dead a Palestinian and 
wounded 21 others today during 
a clash in a West Bank village 
after the soldiers destroyed a 
resident’s house, the Army and 
hospital sources said. 

Two Israeli officers were sligh- 
tly hurt by stones during the 
incident m Beit Furik village near 
Nablus, the Array said. 

Residents said about 50 other 
Palestinians were injured by tear 
gas and rubber bullets and 10 
soldiers were hurt in stone and 
petrol bomb attacks. ' 

Soldiers entered the village 
before dawn to destroy the home 
of Ahmed Abu Said Hanani, 
implicated in the murders of 
.Israeli civilians and former 
Nablus mayor Zafer A1 Masri in 
1986, an Army spokesman said. 
Fatality 

"The force found the village 
closed by roadblocks and it was 
attacked by rioters throwing bot- 
tles, cinder blocks and stones," 
the spokesman said. 

Troops opening fire injured at 
least 18 residents, six seriously, 
Dr Hamid Masri at Nablus AJ 
Itlihad hospital said. A 23-year- 
old woman was shot in the neck. 
Three others were treated for 


wounds from beatings and rub- 
ber bullets. 

Tayseer Hussein Imlaitat. 25, 
shot in the heart, was the latest 
fatality in a six-month Palestin- 
ian uprising in the occupied West 
Bank and Gara Strip that has 
claimed at least 218 Arab and 
three Jewish lives. 

He was buried quickly in Beit 
Furik, wrapped in a Palestinian 
flag. 

Troops demolished Hanani's 
house and clamped a curfew on 
Beit Furik. The Army sealed the 
Anabta village bouse of Muayad 
Abdel Rahim Suka'a, saying he 
was also involved in A1 Masri's 
murder. 

Twelve 

Twelve other homes in the 
West Bank were demolished or 
sealed off during the night in res- 
ponse to a spate of petrol bomb 
attacks, the Army said 

At least four Palestinians were 
arrested in Jericho before troops 
dumped furniture outside their 
homes and sealed the structures, 
the Army said. 

Their families said they did not 
know where their relatives were 
taken or the charges against 
them.

Zia’s Islamic law criticised 


LAHORE. June 17, (Agencies): 
Politicians, lawyers and profes- 
sional women have criticised the 
enactment of Islamic law in Pak- 
istan, saying it will fuel sectarian 
tensions and serve as a smokes- 
creen to block elections. 

President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq enacted the law, called the 
sharia, on Wednesday night with 
immediate effect 

it makes Islam the law of the 
land but General Zia, in a telev- 
ised address to the nation, said it 
wouldn't affect the rights of non- 
Muslims or Pakistan's business 
contacts with other countries. 

Intention 

However, even the religious 
Muslim parties have reacted 
negatively to the presidential 
decree. 

In a joint statement, three 
religious parlies termed the 
ordinance "an attempt to 


prtwih-:. an feelings and 
increased tension among various 
religious sects." 

“(It was) issued with the 
malafide intention of delaying 
polls in the ga rb of expediting the 
process of Islamisation." said 
Maulana Fazlut Rahman, 
secretary-general of the opposi- 
tion Jamiaat Ulema-i-Islami 
party. 

Views 

Benazir Bhutto, leader of the 
massive Pakistan People’s Party, 
said Zia had “no right to impose 
his -will on the people of Pakis- 
tan," according to a report in the 
English-language daily Muslim. 

Speaking to Pakistani journal- 
ists at a reception, she wasquoted 
as saying: '‘It has' been the PPP's 
stand that Islam, like in the past, 
is again being used to perpetuate 
oppressive rule...” 

Although Benazir cautiously 


welcomed the prospect of new 
elections after having boycotted 
the ones in 1985, she criticised 
Zia's latest move as an abuse of 
power. 

"We believe it is not the busi- 
ness of a caretaker government 
or an individual to impose their 
views on the nation." she was 
quoted as" saying. “Like in the 
past, we will resist any such 
move." 

Benazir repeated her call for 
free elections and denied reports 
that, her advancing pregnancy 
would prevent her from preach- 
ing the party’s platform of 
popular socialism. 

ZSa, who seized power in a 
1977 military coup, shocked the 
nation op May 29 when he fired 
his civilian government of three 
years and dissolved the National 
Assembly, claiming they had 
failed to enact Islamic law and 


battle deteriorating law and 
order. 

He hinted he would announce 
new elections within 90 days but 
has given no date. 

US Secretary of State George 
Shultz has urged Pakistani 
President Zia to move swiftly to 
hold elections. 

Fears 

Spokesmen for the Pakistan 
Bar Council said the appoint- 
ment of “muftis,'' or interpreters 
oflslamrcjurispnidence, to assist 
the high courts would result in a 
judicial diarchy. 

Pakistan's Women's Acting 
Forum said it fears the new law 
will strike down the Muslim 
family laws ordinance of 1961. It 
provides for the registration of 
marriages and divorces, bars 
polygamy and safeguards sus- 
tenance to a woman and her chil- 
dren for a period after divorce. 


Shultz defends 
$1.9b arms 
sale to Kuwait 


WASHINGTON, June 17, 
(Agencies): Several US senators 
have voiced concern about 
Reagan administration plans to 
sell advanced warplanes and mis- 
siles to Kuwah, but Secretary of 
Slate George Shultz said they 
were needed Lo deter attack by 
Iran. 

Senator Dennis Deconcini, a 
Democrat, said the administra- 
tion had told Congress it wants 
to sell SI .9 billion worth of equip- 
ment to the Gulf nation, includ- 
ing 40 F-I8 fighter-bombers, 40 
Harpoon missiles, 1 20 heat-seek- 
ing Sidewinder air-to-air mis- 
siles, 200 radar-guided Sparrow 
air-to-air missiles, 300 air-to- 
ground Maverick missiles, 200 
cluster bombs, and 400 laser- 
guided bombs. 

He told Shultz at a Senate sub- 
committee hearing: “It appears 
almost inconceivable that the 
administration would be reques- 
ting such a massive onus sale 1 ' for 
such a small country. 

Threaten 

He and other senators sugges- 
ted Kuwait's dose relations with 
the Soviet Union might lead to 
Soviet access to the weapons and 
that the planes could threaten 
Israel. 

Defending the sale, Shultz said 
Kuwait was vulnerable lo attack 
by Iran by land and sea. 

“This is a positive develop- 
ment," Shultz said. "It 
represents a step by Kuwait to 
undertake measures for its own 
defence." 

He said he considered Lhe sale 
"something of a political break- 
through" because Kuwait would 
be buying American equipment 
rather than alternatives available 
elsewhere. 

“I think this sale should be 
welcomed as a measure of 
increased willingness of states in 
the Gulf to rely on themselves,'’ 
Shultz said. 

He noted that Kuwait has been 
shopping around for new equip- 
ment to replace its ageing fighter 
planes for more than two years 
and he warned Congress that if 
Kuwait does not get them from 
the US, it will buy them from 
other sources. 

Acquire 

“Kuwait is small, it is also very 
vulnerable, and it has been 
attacked." Shultz emphasised. 
“ft isn't surprising that they want 
to acquire more modern aircraft 
which is the principal thing they 
can use...” 

US- Kuwaiti ties have streng- 
thened since the American Navy 
began escorting re-registered 
Kuwaiti tankers in the Gulf 
nearly a year ago. 

Shultz said: “We have seen an 
improvement — a shaip 
improvement in our relationship 
with Kuwait and an improved 
■relationship between our 
military and theirs and I think 
these are things to be encouraged 
and this sale tends Lo do that." 


Asked by Deconcini if the 
administration would be willing 
to remove the Maverick missiles 
from Ihe sale. Shultz replied: 

“Well, the request is made 
according to what we think and 
the Kuwaitis think are the 
needed weapons to go with the 
airplane. There is no point in 
having an airplane unless it has 
armaments on it and that par- 
ticular armament is an especially 
effective weapon system." 

Shultz told Deconcini and 
other concerned senators that 
the F- 1 8s to be sold could not be 
refuelled in flight. Defence 
officials said that without exter- 
nal fuel tanks, the plane has a 
200-mile (320-km) attack radius. 

Asked by Democrat Frank 
Lautenberg if the United States 
could gel a guarantee from 
Kuwait that the planes would not 
be used against Israel, Shultz 
replied: "We'll have to see about 
that." 

“The F-18 is not an airplane 
that can make sorties to Israel — 
it is out of that range ... Their 
threat principally, comes from 
Irarf ... I might say that the alter- 
natives they have before them do 
involve aircraft with a range LhaL 
could reach Israel," Shultz said. 

Decide 

This appeared to be a hint that 
if Congress does not approve the 
deal, Kuwait might decide to buy 
the French Mirage 2,000 fighter 
plane or the British Tornado. 

In response to a question by 
Republican Arlen Specter, he 
said it would probably be very 
difficult to seek a linkage bet- 
ween thesaleand formal Kuwaiti 
recognition of Israel's right to 
exist. 

Shultz said the administration 
expected the planes to be based in 
Kuwait, although they could be 
dispersed iflran attacked. 

Package 

The administration has sent 
Congress informal notification 
of the F-18 sale. This will be 
followed by a formal notifica- 
tion. Unless Congress votes to 
block the sale — a move that 
President Reagan could veto — it 
would go through automatically. 

In an attempt to convince 
members of Congress of the 
importance of approving the 
arms package, Shultz said: “The 
addition of the volume of (40) F- 
18 production that this sale 
would generate would reduce the 
cost per plane, including the cost 
to our Navy of the planes that 
they buy. There isa side benefit to 
the Navy of some substantial 
sum of money as a result." 

Iran today condemned the 
proposed sale of F-18s to 
Kuwait. 

The Defence Department 
notified Congress yesterday it 
had approved a sale of four F-16 
jet fighters worth S90 million to 
Bahrain and artillery radar units 
to Pakistan.

Opposition wins 2 seats 

V.P. Singh 
leading in 
Allahabad 

ALLAHABAD, June 17, 
(Reuter): Opposition candidates 
made early gains today in first 
results froms seven Indian 
parliamentary' by-elections being 
defended by Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi's ruling Congress 
(!) Party. 

In the key electoral battle in 
Allahabad, former cabinet mini- 
ster Vishwanaih Pratap Singh, 
now the opposition standard- 
bearer. took an early lead over 
Rajiv's hand-picked candidate in 
the first round of vole-counting. 

District Magistrate Prabhat 
Chaturvedi said Singh had gar- 
nered 16.295 of the 27.300 votes 
counted so far in the 850.000- 
strong constitutency in Uttar 
Pradesh. Final results were 
expected tomorrow. 

Singh had conducted an 
intense campaign against alleged 
government corruption and 
Congress Party officials were 
pessimistic about their chances. 

Violence 

They said the mood in Alla- 
habad, where the count started 
late because violence forced a 
new poll at one voting booth, 
pointed to a victory by Singh, 
Rajiv's former defence minister. 

“It could seL a trend in the 
whole of north India for Singh," 
said one glum Congress official 
who asked not to be identified. 

Singh's supporters prepared 
for an all-night vigil at the count- 
ing centre which was guarded by 
hundreds of paramilitary police. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
said the opposition won at least 
two of the seven by-elections, 
while the Congress party 
retained at least one seat. 

It said Het Ram of the Lok Dal 
party won in Sira, in Haryana 
5 tale on the north Indian plains. 

Counting was delayed in 
another Haryana constituency, 
Faridabad, until the Electoral 
Commission ruled on whether 
new voting was required. One 
person was killed there during 
election violence yesterday. 

PTI said Shantibhai Patel of 
the Janata Party had been 
declared the victor in Godhra, in 
western Gujarat state, ahead of 
the Congress candidate. 

Shakar Lai of Congress won at 
Pali, in the northwestern state of 
Rajasthan.

Pakistan’s Ambassador 
to China, Akram Zaki, will 
replace Sattar. 

Four key officials in the stale- 
run mass media, have also been 
replaced.

LONDON, June 17, (Reuter): 
The British government today 
ordered the expulsion of an 
Israeli diplomat and a Palestin- 
ian official it named as a PLO 
commando jn connection with a 
secret Israeli spy operation and a 
PLO arms cache in Britain. 

“The Israeli ambassador has 
been informed today that a mem- 
ber of his diplomatic staff must 
leave the country by the end of 
this month." a government spok- 
esman said. 

“The Home Secretary is 
requiring the departure from 
Bntain by the end of this month 
of a staftf member currently serv- 
ing in the PLO office in Lon- 
don.” he said. 

Suspected 

The Foreign Office named the 
Israeli as Arie Regev, an attache 
and the Palestinian as Zaki A1 
Hawa. whom it said Britain has 
identified as a member of the 
PLO's Force 17, an elite unit 
whose members guard PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat. 

The expulsions were announ- 
ced after details of an Israeli 
espionage operation were 


revealed in the London trial of a 
Jordanian convicted of arms 
possession. 

Ismael Sowan was recruited by 
the Israeli Mossad intelligence 
agency to spy against suspected 
PLO member Abder Mustapha, 
whom police believe was connec- 
ted with the murder Iasi year of a 
London-based Arab cartoonist 
critical of the guerrilla group. 

Sowau was sentenced lo il 
years imprisonment yesterday 
for storing weapons, including 
explosives^ rifles and hand gren- 
ades for M ustapha, who has fled 
Britain. 

Israeli embassy officials con- 
finned to police that Sowan had 
told them last year he was keep- 
ing the cache for Mustapha. the 
prosecution said in court 

But Israel invoked Britain's 
anger - and the expulsion — by 
not informing it about the arms. 

Government sources said 
Israel's failure lo provide the 
information violated liaison 
arrangements between the coun- 
tries' secret services.

CHICAGO, June 1 7. (Agencies): 
A drought parching much of the 
United States dropped water 
levels in key rivers, stopping hun- 
dreds of barges in the unnavi ga- 
ble waterways yesterday and 
causing major financial losses for 
the inland shipping industry. 

President Reagan has appoin- 
ted an interagency committee to 
deal with the widespread 
drought. 

Texas farmers, meanwhile, 
burned the thorns off cactus to 
provide emergency cattle feed 
and growers in the Midwest 
bemoaned yesterday's scattered 
showers as little more than tan- 
talising. 

Georgia and Missouri repor- 
ted an increase in forest fires 
because of abnormally dry con- 
ditions. 

Deal 

The drought, called the worst 
in a half-century, has plagued 
America's midsection, where it's 
as dry as it's been since the dust 
bowl days of the 1930s. It's also 
dry throughout the southeast, 
where farmers have been forced 
Lo sell off cattle they can't afford 
to feed and plow under shriveled 
crops. The June shortfall of rain 
follows a dry winter and a par- 
ched spring. 


Meanwhile, nearly 700 barges 
in the Mississippi river, a major 
north-south waterway, were tied 
up north and south of the Green- 
ville, Mississippi, bridge because 
the river had dropped to the 
lowest levels since authorities 
began keeping records in 1 872. 

About 50 tows, which need 
water at least 9 feet (3 metres) 
deep, awaited dredges to clearsilt 
from the channels.

It brought this 
year's death toll in the province's 
sectarian violence to 38, eight 
this week alone, and came amid 
fresh Anglo-Irish strains over the 
extradition of terrorism suspects 
to Britain. 

Police said the soldiers had 
driven into the market square in 
central Lisburn in an unmarked 
military van, apparently to take 


. part in a footrace that attracted 
4,250 competitors. 

While they were away, 
guerrillas wired explosives to the 
van’s chassis. The soldiers retur- 
ned to the van about 9 pm (2000 
GMT), drove it a few yards 
(metres) and it exploded, police 
said. 

None of the civilians, indud- 
ing an 80-year-old man and a 2- 
year-old boy, suffered serious 
injuries, police said. 

British and Irish government 
officials, meanwhile, were meet- 
ing in Belfast today to discuss 
ways of stepping up security 
cooperation in the aftermath of 
the IRA bombing on Wednes-

Cholesterol-free 
egg substitute 
introduced 

LYNDEN, Washington, June 
17, (UPI): A small American 
company introduced a new 
cholesterol- free egg sub- 
stitute yesterday that comes 
in separate containers, cons- 
ists of separate yolk and egg 
whites, and is reportedly 
indistinguishable from real 
eggs. 

Dr. JJ*. Cox, Vice-President of 
research and development 
and part owner, of the seven- 
person Bon Dente Co., said 
the eggs will come in cartons 
of 12 separate plastic contain- 
ers that can be hard or soft 
boiled, poached, or opened 
into a frying pan to make any 
style of fried eggs. 

Cox said “eggtite" is a fresh, pas- 
teurised whole egg substitute 
made from poultry and egg 
products, gelatins and thick- 
eners. Each egglite egg has 
one-third the calories of a 
fresh hen egg. 

“Egglite is indistinguishable 
from and will be marketed 
next to fresh whole eggs in the 
dairy case," Cox said. 

La blind tests against fresh hen's 
eggs, consumers chose egglite 
as the fresh egg 60 per cent of 
^ the time or preferred it over 
the hen’s eggs, said Cox.

Afghan rebels mum 
over missing Soviets 


PESHAWAR, June 17, 
(Reuter): Muslim guerrillas are 
keeping the Kremlin guessing 
over the fate of about 300 Soviet 
troops missing in action or taken 
prisoner in the Afghan war. 

“We want to keep them in the 
dark,” said a senior official in the 
seven-party guerrilla alliance 
based in ibis north-western Pak- 
istan city. 

“We don't want to let them 
know what is going on because 
we want to keep tbe KGB (Soviet 
intelligence) busy,” said the 
official from the Hezb-e-Islami,a 
powerful guerrilla group led by 
hardliner Gulbuddin Hek- 
matyar. 

Military officials in Moscow 
listed 311 servicemen as missing 
in action when the Soviet Union 
began withdrawing more than 
100,000 troops from Afghanis- 
tan last month. 

Tass news agency said yester- 
day that the Soviet Red Cross 
had asked Red Cross organisa- 
tions in Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
Iran and the United States for 
information about the 
whereabouts of captured sol- 
diers. 

The official Soviet news 
agency q uoted Red Cross official 
Dmitry Venediktov saying only 
eight Soviet PoWs had returned 
home at the beginning of 1985. 
Kremlin authorities have refused 


to say how many Soviet prisoners 
of war were taken during more 
than eight years of fighting in 
A fghanistan . 

Soviet officials say about a 
third of those missing in action 
have died and the rest are being 
held in Afghan guerrilla prison 
camps in Pakistan. 

Pakistan, which provides san- 
ctuary to an estimated three 
million Afghan refugees, has not 
publicly responded to the char- 
ges and government officials 
declined to comment. 

But sources in the Pakistan 
Foreign Ministry said President 
■ Zia-ul-Haq bad sent a message to 
Moscow assuring cooperation in 
finding the missing soldiers. 

The Hezb-e-Islami official 
said all Soviet prisoners of war 
were held in rebel camps in Afgh- 
anistan and not in Pakistan. 

“We have safe places in Afgh- 
anistan. We would be breaking 
the law if we held them in Pakis- 
tan," said the official who 
declined to be named or give the 
total number of Soviet prisoners 
of war. 

Another guerrilla official said 
Moscow's figure of 311 missing 
in action was “not far from the 
truth.” He also said some of 
those presumed dead could still 
be alive in Afghan guerrilla 
camps, but declined to give 
details.

However, agreement had not 
yet been reached on the lime 
period for handing over (be 
weapons and on the inclusion of 
LTTE men in a scheme to 
rehabilitate the Tamil popula- 
tion affected by the war. 

The sources said the 
agreement on weapons had been 
made possible by a concession by 
India on the number to be han- 
ded over, but the sources would 
give no details of that or the size 
of the aid package India would 
give the rebels. 

In Colombo, an LTTE 
statement said one Indian soldier 
was killed and one wounded in a 
grenade attack at an Army road- 
block in the North. 

The statement said the 
incident happened on Monday at 
Visuvamaau in Mullaitivu dis- 
trict. 

Meanwhile, Indian peacek- 


eeping troops cordoned off a 
Tamil-dominated town in eas- 
tern Sri Lanka on Thursday and 
began rounding up suspected 
Tamil rebels, area residents and 
diplomatic sources said. 

Residents of Baiticalou, 220 
kilometres east of Colombo, said 
Indian troops had surrounded 
tbe adjacent town of Kallady at 
about dawn on Thursday and 
had rounded up hundreds of 
young Tamils for questioning. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Indian High Commission in 
Colombo said only that “Indian 
troops are continuing their 
search for Tamil Tiger arms and 
fighters.” 

The state-run newspaper 
Daily News on Thursday quoted 
Indian sources as saying Indian 
troops had captured 21 Tamil 
rebels on Wednesday, including 
four guerrilla leaders. 

It said the rebels were arrested 
during “white flag protests” in 
the Northern and Eastern 
provinces, where Tamils 
predominate. 

Hundreds of Tamil homes 
were decked wiLh white Hags on 
Wednesday to underscore a 
demand that Indian begin 
negotiations with the rebels. 

Last July, President Junius 
Jayewardene signed an Indian- 
brokered peace accord aimed at 
ending the Tamils' guerrilla war. 


Zia vows 
to pursue 
N-programme 

ISLAMABAD. June 17. 

(Reuter): President Mohammad 
Zia- ul-Haq said on Thursday 
Pakistan would go ahead with its 
controversial nuclear 

programme despite outside pres- 
sures to scale back. 

He told a seminar of Pakistani 
and foreign scientists here the 
programme was totally peaceful 
and Islamabad had no intention 
of making nuclear weapons, the 
official APP news agency repor- 
ted. 

Fears have often been expres- 
sed in the West and in neighbour- 
ing India that Pakistan was mak- 
ing nuclear weapons. Islamabad 
has failed to gel equipment for 
planned nuclear power plants 
from prospective Western sup- 
pliers. 

“I wish to state clearly and 
categorically that Pakistan's 
nuclear programme is entirely 
peaceful in nature, solely direc- 
ted to meet our needs of socio- 
economic development.” Zia 
said.. 

Pakistan is “determined to go 
ahead with this programme des- 
pite all pressures.” APP quoted 
Zia as saying. 

He said Pakistan opposed 
military use of nuclear energy 
and had no desire to acquire 
nuclear weapons. “We want to 
see South Asia free from nuclear 
weapons and threat of their use.”

Symposium on

A MAN wanted both by Lhe 
Kuwaiti and Iraqi security auth- 
orities for criminal activities 
especially smuggling, used a 
Kalashnikov (AK-47) gun 
against security forces following 
him and injured three men 
including a captain.

The 
other security man was hit in 9 
places of his body, while the con- 
dition of the third has not been 
revealed. 

The Minister of Interior 
Sheikh Salem A1 Sabah visited 
the injured captain at the hosp- 
ital on Thursday and wished him 
a very speedy recovery. 


THE director-general of the

Lesotho survives 
the hard way

MASERU. (Reuter): North, 
south, east, west. Whichever way 
the Basotho look down from 
their mouniaintops, they have 
only one neighbour — South 
Africa. 

This face of geography has 
shaped Lesotho's fate since King 
Moshncshoe I led his people up 
into the highlands in the 1820s, 
saving them from conquest by 
the advancing Boers. 

"South Africa and Lesotho 
have got to learn to live together 
because we are completely 
surrounded," Colonel Sekbobe 
Letsie, a member of the six-man 
military council, said in an 
interview. 

Since the council, headed by 
General Justin Lekhanya, over- 
threw Prime Minister Leabua 
Jonathan on Jan 20, 1986. 
Lesotho has swung closer to its 
all-powerful neighbour. 

Pretoria's Deputy Foreign 
Minister Neil van Heerden came 
to Lesotho's capital Maseru at 
the end of May to celebrate 
South Africa's Republic Day, 
and was presented with a woven 
wall-hanging by Lekhanya. 

South Africa's trade commis- 
sioner Ghemus J J. Geldenhuys 
said in an interview that soldiers 
of the South African defence' 
force were' building a military 
hospital just outside the capital. 

Cooperation 

"There is very good co-opera- 
tion between security forces on 
both sides of the border," hesaid. 

The new cross-border cor- 
diality has replaced the confron- 
tation of the Jonathan years, 
when South African troops 
regularly raided Maseru in 
search of A-fricari National Con- 
gress (ANC) member^.' in one 
such attack in pedple 

were killed. 

The ANC banned by South 
Africa since 1960, is the main 
black nationalist movement 
fighting to topple South Africa's 
white minority-led government. 

The downfall of Jonathan was 


directly triggered by a South 
African border blockade which 
cut Lesotho's land links to the 
outside world. 

Jonathan, who flirted with 
communist countries such as 
North Korea and gave strong 
support for the exiled ANC, paid 
the price of a battle he could not 
win. 

His military successors lost no 
lime in chasing out members of 
the ANC, South Africa's key 
demand, and restoring close 
iinks with Pretoria. 

Charles Mofeli, a politician 
opposed both to Jonathan and 
the military, says the first rule of 
politics in Lesotho is "be careful 
with the South Africans. They

can eliminate you at any 
moment" 

But the military, whi ^ observ- 
ing this rule, have no desire to be 
seen merely as South African 
stooges, to be mentioned in the 
same breath as the rulers of 
Pretoria's nominally indepen- 
dent homelands such as nearby 
Transkei. 

“I don’t think it would be wise; 
to put all the eggs in one basket 
Letsie told Reuters. 

He said Lesotho still wel- 
comed a constant steam of South 
African political refugees, who 
were free to stay, with the excep-' 
non of ANC combatants. 

“It should be clear that 
Lesotho is an independent state 
and Lesotho is not prepared to 
lake any instructions from any 
country, regardless of how small 
we are," he explained. 

The growing South African 

g rcsence, symbolised by the big 
outh. African defence force 
trucks that thunder through cen- 
tral Maseru with building 
materials for the hospital, is far 
from being universally popular. 
Train 

Just outside Maseru, the 
racecourse doubles as a firing 
range for the Army. Watching 
two British military instructors 
at pistol practice, I was asked by 
six Basotho boys aged about 10 if 
the two white officer were South 
African “Maburu” (Boers). 

“If South Africans were to 
train our Army we would not be 
happy," one said. 

But national pride of this sort 
is little comfort to the Basotho as 
they wrap themselves tightly in 
their brightly coloured blankets 
against the cold winter air. 

A neglected British protec- 
torate for almost a century until 
independence m.l966;<Xesotbo 
suffers from chronic Under- 
development. 

The South African-owned 
shops in the capital are bursting 
with consumer goods, but the 
abundance is deceptive. 

Imports outweigh exports by 
ten to one, with the balance made 
up by the remittances of the 
120,000 Basotho men who toil 
underground in South Africa’s 
mines. 

Aid 

Lesotho also benefits from the 
share-out of the joint pool of 
customs revenue it shares with 
.South Africa, Swaziland and 
Botswana. 

Unlike these two countries, 
also in the shadow of South 
Africa, Lesotho has virtually no 
mineral and agricultural wealth. 

" Its treeless mountains are bare 
and overgrazed, its fields carved 
by the gullies of soil erosion, and 
it depends more and more on 
foreign food aid to keep its 1.6 
million people alive. 


Reagan has become 
a political caretaker

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
Howard Baker's sudden resigna- 
tion as White House chief of staff : 
will reinforce perceptions that 
President Reagan has become 
largely a political caretaker in his 
waning months in office. 

The*77-year-old president was 
at pains to deny that very percep- 
tion on Tuesday within minutes 
of the surprise announcement 
that Baker was leaving effective 
July 1. 

"No, that ( resignation) means 
that a little change has 
occurred,” Reagan told repor- 
ters who asked ifBaker's resigna- 
tion meant the beginning; of the 
end of his presidency, which ends 
upon completion of his second 
term next Jan 20. 

Worries 

Reagan aides said Kenneth 
Duberstein, the official named to 
succeed Baker, was already han- 
dling much basic White House 
suit direction work during the 
last year because Baker himself 
has been distracted by family ill- 
ness. 

Baker’s wife, Joy, is a recover- 
ing alcoholic who has suffered 
from buck problems in recent 
years, and he returned to his 
home state of Tennessee to be 
with her nearly every weekend 
since he became chief of staff in 
February 1987. 

Adding to Baker's worries was 
the recent admission to hospital 


of his aged mother, a White 
House spokesman said. 

Although Baker cited “per- 
sonal reasons" in his letter of 
resignation, however, the 
Reagan administration is in its 
twilight phase and there is wide- 
spread anticipation around 
Washington that more and more 
key officials will be signing out. 

A source close to Baker, a 62- 
year-old former Senate 
Republican leader, told Reuters 
tong ago that Baker would 
probably resign in mid- 1988 
"because after that there won’t 
be much to do — Reagan will be a 
caretaker president” 

Baker's resignation after 16 
months as Reagan's top aide 
came as the president basked in 
the afterglow of his Moscow 
summit with Mikhail Gorbachev 
and prepared for the annual 
economic summit of Western 
industrial democracies, which 
opens in Toronto next Sunday. 

“ft was for personal reasons,” 
Reagan told reporters. “There 
were no disagreements. He 
served excellently and well.” 

Even so. the exodus of high- 
ranking White House officials 
was expected to continue with 
the departure soon of commun- 
ications director Tom Griscom, 
a Baker protege. 

While Griscom has not yet set 
an exit date, administration 
sources said he planned to Join a 
Tennessee insurance firm m the 
near future.

Commenting in an editorial, 
the Peshawar Frontier Post said:

Latin America’s strong men 
defy once-mighty US 


By Bemd Debusmann 

MEXICO CITY, (Reuter): 
Latin America's three last 
military strongmen are openly 
defying the United States, once a 
power that could make or break 
Latin governments with ease. 

Washington takes credit for 
having encouraged the- 
democratic wave which has 
swept Latin America since 1979, 
when Ecuador became the first of 
10 countries to switch from 
military rule to democracy. 

But the United States has been 
unable to drive from power Latin 
America's remaining generals: 
Panama's Manuel Antonio 
Noriega, Chile’s Augusto Pino- 
chet, and Paraguay's Alfredo 
Stroessner. 

“The dictators are thumbing 
their noses at Washingtonas if to 
show that the days of the big stick 
are over,” said a Latin diplomat, 
referring to the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt’s remark 
that US policymakers should 
“walk softly and carry a big 
stick.” 

These days, the Americans 
tend to walk noisily but cany a 
small stick, say critics of the 
Reagan administration. During 
more than seven years of Ronald 
Reagan’s presidency, US pres- 
tige in Latin America has 
drained markedly. 


Panama is a case in point, 
analysts say. Few countries have 
been tied to the United States as 
closely as Panama, where more 
than 10,000 US troops are 
stationed along the banks of the 
strategic US-run Panama CanaL 
US influence is evident from 
McDonalds hamburger res- 
taurants to television soap 
operas. Through much of its his- 
tory, Panama was run from the 
US embassy as much as from the

A few weeks later, 
Noriega survived a coup attempt 
and crushed his Army oppon- 
ents. Diplomats say both efforts 
had US encouragement. 

Wrecked 

A US-engineered cash crisis 
wrecked the service-based Pan- 
amanian economy but neither 
that nor a cut-off of US aid bud- 
ged the defiant general. Noriega 
also shrugged off a US indict- 
ment on charges ofhaving turned 
Panama into a conduit for 
Colombian cocaine. 

And Noriega made a mockery 
of statements by senior Washing- 
ton officials such as Assistant 
Secretary of State Eliott Abrams 
who in March reported that the 
general was hanging on “by his 
fingertips.” 

Washington’s efforts to pres- 
sure Pinochet and Stroessner 
into giving way to democracy 
•have been less noisy than the 
Panama campaign but equally 
unsuccessful / 

The United States' welcomed 
the 1973 military coup which 
brought Pinochet to power in 
Chile. Washington long regar- 
ded Paraguay’s Stroessner as a 
staunch and reliable ally in its 
international crusade against 
communism.

claimed that Paraguay, and Chile 
must follow their neighbours in 
adopting democratic rule. 

“The answer, then and now, is 
‘no’,” said a Latin American 
ambassador in the Paraguayan 
capital, Asuncion, recently. 
“And it is ‘no’ because neither 
Stroessner nor Pinochet believe 
their survival depends on good 
relations with the US.” 

Paraguay looks toward its 
giant neighbour, Brazil, For 
trade, aid and co<»peratioh on 
such projects as the huge Itaipu 
dam. Chile receives no US aid 
and does not depend on trade or 
co-operation with the United 
States. 

Asa consequence, the United 
States has suffered rude treat- 
ment from both countries. .

PAUL McCARTNEY is tak- 
ing the best of rock ‘n* roll 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

He has signed a contract to 
release an album only in the 
Soviet Union this auluran, 
according to reports in Mos- 
cow. It will include 13 classics 
from the Fifties and Sixties. 

In an interview with the 
Communist youth paper, 
KomsomoUkaya Pravda, the 
former Beatle describes the 
album as a gift to his fans in the 
Soviet Union. 

He says: ‘The new spirit of 
friendship and openness that is 
coming from the Soviet Union 
inspired me to make a present 
to my fans in your country.* 

In the 1960s, when 
Beatlemania swept the West 
the group was sharply cri ticised 
in the Soviet media as ‘degen- 
erate.’ 

But records were smuggled 
in from the West and the Bea- 
tles became widely popular 
among Soviet youth. The 
j/Tidal attitude eventually sof- 
tened and a few of the group's 
albums were released in the 
Soviet Union. _ 

However, the official Press 
still publishes occasional arti- 
cles warning that rock music 
could undermine Soviet values. 

One indication of Lhe soften- 
ing of attitudes in the Kremlin 
is the fact that youngsters are 
organising a three-day ‘rock 
against drugs' concert in Mos- 
cow.

Look at Boy George. 
Hopelessly out of favour, both 
with his fickle fans and the even 
more fickle Press, he sprinted 
back to No. 1 Iasi summer with 
a reggae-ish slab at David 
Gates'. Everything I Own True, 
it wasn’t much cop, but most of 
the sprogs who bought it 
weren’t old enough to remem- 
ber Ken Boothe’s 1974 version, 
on which it was unashamedly 
based. 

Sadly the Boy was unable to 
follow it up — later singles were 
even worse — but you can’t say 
he didn’t ha ve the opportunity. 

Then there were the Pet Shop 
Boys. It would, of course, be a 
considerable feat to find an act 
who have been much more suc- 
cessful in Europe in the past 
year: The hit singles have 
rained down upon us, and their 
album. Actually, was an 
immaculate distillation of pop 
influences which sold millions 
of copies. 

But their biggest hit so far has 
been a cover version. Always 
On My Mind, recorded for a 
TV retrospective. on Elvis 
Presley.

The resultant collection. Ser- 
geant Pepper Knew My Father, 
was initially released on mail 
order but proved so popular 
that last month it was commer- 
cially released by Island. The 
proceeds of the whole project 
gd to Childline, a charity which 
seeks to proride aid for chil- 
dren in trouble, and a worthy 
cause indeed. 

It’s hard to imagine, though, 
that Wet Wet Wet ever expecr 
ted their recording — executed 
for a low-key charity comptia- ‘ 
don — to become the best-sell- 
ing single in the country. 

What's odd about it, I think, 
is that it's remarkably similar to 


the original. Okay, it has been 
recorded with the benefit of 
modern 256-track technology,, 
with each note no doubt laid 
down separately over about six 
months. It’s all so much cleaner 
than Ringo’s rather cackhan- 
ded interpretation, those 
thousands of years ago. But 
otherwise it's quite faithful. 

The only substantial dif- 
ference is in the vocal. Marti 
Fellow is the sort of singer who 
has obviously listened to far too 
much Ella Fitzgerald in his 
time. 

He likes to tamper with a 
tune, knock it about a bit, pull it 
inside out and then throw it out 
of the window. 


His is no mere voice, but a 
Voice, like Mick Hucknall’s of 
Simply Red — dominating the 
song, rendering the arraxt- 
gement almost relevant, and 
never stopping for a moment 
Wet Wet Wet songs are usually 
characterised by PeQow wailing 
over every last bar, storming 
across innocent melodies like 
Hurricane Bertha.

Nevertheless, .his perfor- 
mance on With a Little Help 
From My Friends is remarka- 
bly restrained, and his few 
indulgences actually adorn the 
song admirably. For me, it’s by 
a long way the best thing the 


group has ever done. 

ft’s only a pity that the 
original Beatles recordings no 
longer have the same impact 
For the past five years, EMI has

The popularity of With a Lit- 
tle Help From My Friends is 
undoubtedly more to do with 
Wet Wet Wet than Tbe Beaties, 
just as Yon Keep Me Hanging 
In is now seen as a hit for Kim 
Wilde rather than the 
Suprexnes. 

Even those old troupers The 
Stranglers managed the trick 
earlier this year, by turning The . 
Kinks’ All Day said All of the 

making it tbeirown. 

The £cam is to find a song 
that’s good (i.e. middle-aged 
radio programmers will 
remember it), but totally unkn- 
own to anyone undo: 18 (p re- 
1972). By recording it in the 
modern style (kiddies don’t like 
anything that sounds too raw) 
but otherwise leaving it alone, 
you can virtually guarantee 
yourself an enormous hit 

Or if you have the chutzpah 
of the Pfet Shop Boys, you can 
murder it and still have an enor- 
mous hit. 

If you’re -really clever, you 
don’t even re-record it at all. 
Observe . the Jackson Five, 
whose I Want You Back, from 
1970, has been ‘remixed’ for 
1988 —cleaned up and given a 
heavier backbeat, in other 
words. Sneakily credited to 
‘Michael Jackson And The 
■Jackson Five' — to ride the 
Wacko bandwagon to tbe full 
— it's cruised shamelessly into 
the top ten. 

A final thought on the mat- 
ter. Remember UB40, the 
socially-aware etc., multi- 
racial reggae band? Their big- 
gest selling album so far is 
Labour Of Love, a complete 
record of cover versions. 1 rest

There is nothing more exciting in 
bridge than' the duel between a 
skilled declarer and expert defend- 
ers in a contract that is touch-and- 
go. Some years ago, four of the best 
players in the land locked hoqns on 
this deal.' 

South’s third-hand opening bid 
was a classic vulnerable weak two- 
bid. West’s double and North’s 
raise were standard, and East elect- 
ed to compete on the strength of his 
five-card suit and potentially work- 


ing cards in partner's suits. South’s 
bid of four spades was a two-way 
action — he did not think his side 
had much in the way of defense (as 
it happens, the 2-2 spade break 
would be just enough for a one- 
trick set), and four spades might 
even have proved makable. 

Against most players, that would 
have been an accurate assessment. 
Unfortunately, he was up against 
stalwart defenders. East overtook 
his partner’s king of hearts with the 
ace to shift to-the jack of diamonds. 
That ran to dummy’s queen. Since 
the only hope for the contract was 
to set up the clubs to take care of a 
second diamond loser, declarer 
cam e to hand with a trump and led a 
club. West continued with the fine 
work of the defenders by inserting 
the queen. 

This trick was won by dummy’s 
king, and when a club came back it 
was again East’s turn to take center 
stage. He shot up with the jack of 
clubs and reverted to diamonds, and 
two tricks in that suit spelled finis to 
declarer’s hopes. 

Note that if West plays a low club 
or the ace on the first lead, the 
contract is home. Declarer can set 
up and run the clubs using trumps as 
entries, and East cannot gain the 
lead to push a second diamond 
through declarer’s king.

Donald Tramp: Not short on self-esteem 


The ability to keep everyone 
hanging in the air until he is 
finally ready is Trump's real, 


and endless, trick. This process 
involves creating misleading 
impressions to all those with 
whom he is negotiating. 

He claims to, and plainly 
does, like the complicated deal 
where it is necessary to com- 
plete stimultaneously a whole 
series of interlocked and inter- 
dependent, yet separately 


negotiated, agreements. 

Trump pushes the concept of 
caveat emptor to new levels. He 
always stops just short of a 
direct lie, but glories in his 
willingness to mislead, even at 
some considerable cost. 

I do not know man y b usiness 
men who would revel in the 
story of hiring every earth- 
moving vehicle for miles 
around and setting them to do 
totally useless work in order to 
deceive those from- whom he 
was inviting support. 

Always it is other people's 
money he is after; while ensurr 
mg that his own is tucked away 
safely in any one. of his modest 
pads, for example in New York 
or Florida. (What does he do in 


the other 2SS rooms?) - 

His genuine surprise when he 
at. last meets, a man who stands 
by his word (and is of course 
wonted in the process), is fas- 
cinating' to behold. The fact 
that this straightforward, 
upright and, in my experience, 
pretty typical businessman is 
describes as a “real gentleman** 
is - considered -more than 
adequate reward for bis 
producing the foundations for 
the Trump Tower. So, all in all, 
if any reader should have it in 
mind to- do business with 
Trump, I would have to suggest 
that he take a cold shower and 
think again.. 

I found it a sari feature of the 
book- that the man does have a 


major talent, which most of us 
would envy, although he hardly 
seems to be aware of what it is.. 
Nowhere is there any explana- 
tion on analysis of what is truly 
a great skill— oamely an ability 
to manage vast construction 
projects and bring them in on 
time and on, or even below, the 
cost estimate. 

He supplies a simplistic des- 
cription of value engineering 
and adefinitionof depreciation 
which would give any accoun- 
tant heart failure, but no real 
indication of how, time after 
time, -he succeeds where others 
have failed. . 

He plainly has a terrier-like 
energy and a determination to 
keep after a problem, and 
would not be able to live easily 
with public failure. Yet these 
characteristics are not enough 
to explain why he can take a 
disaster like the Wollman Ice- 
rink in Central Park and bring 
it to -.a successful ( and well- 
publicised) completion. 

His desorption of his man- 
agement philosophy is 
parasitical. “Hire the best peo- 
ple away from your com- 
petitors, pay them more and 
give .them bonuses and incen- 
tives based on performance.” 
He does not make much effort 
to grow people, or to put any- 
thing back into the pot 

One wonders how business 
would continue if every leader 
saw his role in such simple 
terms. Moreover, since the 
Trump organisation appears to 
be a private company, the 
‘^proprietor” indulges in con- 
tinual idiosyncratic interven- 
tions on trivia. Nowhere does 
he explain how he commun- 
icates with his troops, for 
whom 1 imagine this book will 
be compulsory and illuminat- 
ing reading. 

Yet Mr Trump has 
achievements to his credit of 
which he can be justifiably 
proud. I do not think that read- 
ing this book will give anyone 
the secret of how to make 
money. For all businessmen 
there are nuggets bidden 
within. But I have to say that it 
takes a strong stomach and 
determined prospector to find 
them.

Leo Tolstoy: 
genius at war 
with his own 
personality

RUSSIA has a long history of 
eccentric failures, Leo Tolstoy 
nearly became one. 

He mighL have been the 
subject, not the author, of a 
great Russian novel. 

DosLoyevsky could have 
used him as a 'holy fool,' 
another Prince Mishkin. Gogol 
could have cast him as another 
comic landowner for Dead 
Souls, constantly mistaken for 
one of his own peasants. 

Fortunately, Tolstoy was a 
genius. 

His creative powers 
delivered him from the war 
fought within his own person- 
ality, a war which often split 
over into crankiness, hysteria 
and tyranny. 

A.N. Wilson has written an 
acute and compelling account 
of this conflict in his biography, 
Tolstoy. 

As a novelist himself he 
offers insights not only of Tol- 
stoy's imagination but also into 
the compulsions which drive 
any writer to create fiction at 
all. 

Like his subject, Wilson is 
best at the close-up shot He has 
a particular flair for the tow 
comedy which accompanied 
much of Tolstoy's life. 

Tolstoy came to believe that 
all men could discover the 
meaning of life by making their 
own footwear. The theory 
proved to be a load of cobblers, 
and for years Tolstoy mortified 
his feet to no purpose with his 
own rotten shoes. 

In his early lifeToIstoy was a 
compulsive and very bad gam- 


bler. Wilson makes him sound 
like one's dream opponent 
across the poker table, the man 
who has to bet on every hand. 

Perhaps Tolstoy became a 
novelist because fiction is the 
only form of gambling where 
the gambler controls the odds 
himself. 

A novelist of any kind is a 
master of fate, making events 
happen no matter how 
improbable. 

The novelist's other great 
privilege is to re-edit his own 
life, and those of people around 
him. 

Wilson shows this side of 
Tolstoy exceptionally well. At 
times the effect is chilling, as 
when Tolstoy stores up his 
brother's deathbed scene (in 
which he himself behaved 
badly) and produces a more 
noble version for Anna Karen- 
ina. 

Creative 

Tolstoy's creative — and 
uncreative — history was 
closely linked to the state of his 
marriage, which lasted 48 
years. 

It is the most documented 
marriage in history: When it 
went wrong, both parties con- 
ducted more than thirty years 
of warfare in letters and diaries. 

He married, in haste, Sofya 
Bers, although his real 
preference was her younger sis- 
ter (whom he turned into Nata- 
sha Rostov). He was 34, Sofya 
was 18. 

The first 15 years went well. 
Sofya made his liouseclean and 
comfortable, stopped him los- 
ing money, and bore eight of 
their 13 children. 



Tolstoy: A gambling idealist 

In these years he produced 
War and Peace and Anna 
Karenina. 

Her contribution to his mas- 
terpieces was more than a well- 
run home, happiness, and 
creative suggestions and nag- 
ging. She was the only person 
who could read his handwriting 
(he often failed). 

Without her his manuscripts 
could never have been primed. 

In those years he and Sofya 
had the kind of quarrels which 
couples use Lo celebrate their 
marriage rather than destroy it. 

Later the quarrels took over. 
They finally drove him to his 
terrible death in a remote rail- 
way station, under the macabre 
gaze of Pathe newsreel 
cameras. 

Wilson's book is less happy 
when it deals with Tolstoy's 
politics, philosophy, and 
critical theories. 

These are a hard task for any 
modern biographer since so 
many are either blind alleys 


(pacifism, anarchism), dotty 
(the merits of shoemaking) or 
outrightiy unpleasant 
(women's only role is to bear 20 
children). 

Wilson's own idiosyncratic 
political views are largely sup- 
pressed. But he does attempt a 
defence of Tolstoy's enemy 
Pobedonostev, a reactionary’ 
racist bigot who was the Tsar's 
main adviser. 

He was a mixture of Norman 
Tebbit without the charm, 
Mary Whitehouse without the 
humour, Jean-Marie Le Pen 
without the tolerance. His 
advice led to a police state and 
vicious persecutions of Jews 
and other imagined enemies of 
the Tsarist state. 

Pobedonostev is a rare indul- 
gence in a biography which 
makes one long to re-read War 
and Peace on a huge train jour- 
ney.

RECENTLY it was reported 
that Margaret Atwood, the 
noted but hardly world-famous 
novelist, had been paid an 
■ advance of $2 million 
1 (£1.072,000) for her next two 

I ‘ books. And that is just for the 
North American rights. So 
much for the writer in his (or 
her) garret 

Million-doll ar advances are 
nothing new, of course. Big 
books command big bucks, 
and authors like Judith Krantz 
(S3. 2 million for Princess 
Daisy) were into seven figures 
several years ago. But they are 
pulp merchants, supplying sex- 
drenched melodrama to super- 
markets, stations and airports. 

Miss Atwood is a kettle of 
different fish. She is an eminen- 
tly serious, somewhat gloomy, 
48-year-old Canadian feminist 
Her first novel (The Edible 
Woman, 1970) sold 4,000 
copies in hardback, but she is 
what the business calls a 
grower. Her editor. Nan A. 
Talese, says her latest (The 
Handmaid’s Tale, 1986) has

sold 80,000 in hard covers and 
just undera million in soft, with 
more to come when it is adap- 
ted for the cinema by Harold 
Pinter. 

Her editor is important, 
because she has just moved 
jobs, from Houghton & Misslin 
to Doubleday, and the $2 
million was by way Of a golden ’ 
hello to persuade Margaret 
Atwood to go with her. “There 
can be no question,” Nan A. 
Talese says, “that Margaret has 
earned this.” And Nan A. 
should know: she is married to 
Gay Talese, the author and ; 
exponent of New Journalism, 
and the S2.S million Manhat- 
tan townhouse where she lives 
was acquired soon after he 
wrote a blockbusting study of 
the New York Times called The 
Kingdom and The Power. 

There is, however, equally no 


question that Margaret has not 
earned it yet, as. neither book 
has reached the printers, let 
alone the booksellers. An 
advance, by definition, is a risk, 
and although there is clearly a 
substantial constituency .of 
feminist readers and Atwood 
fans, the more serious, end of 
the market is notoriously h&rd 
to predict The next Jeffrey 
Archer mil sell as well as the 
last or better, the next Anth- 
ony Burgess mightnoL 
• The first question the scep- 
tics will ask is whether the two 
Atwoods' can- 1 possibly earn ' 
■their keep — whether thfc auth- 
or's royalties will exceed her 
advance. If they do as well as 
The Handmaid's Tale, they 
will.' 

Assuming that her royalties 
run at the standard American 
levels of lOper cent for the first 


Ifr^XXhcopies; Ii5percentrfor 
the next 15,000 and 15 percent 
thereafter — and that her 
editor’s figures are correct — 
The Handmaid’s Tale will have 
earned Atwood about $220,000 
in hardback and about 


a total of$l;090,000. 

Advance 

Publishing, in short, is big 
business. In the past year or two 
it has seen a medium-sized 
Bang, with many of the leading 
firms on either side of the 
Atlantic merging into, or being 
taken over by, conglomerates, 
and their cashflow improving 
accordingly. Shortly before sig- 
ning Margaret Atwood (and 
Michael Jackson), Doubleday 
was bought by Bertelsmann, 
tiie German-based entertain- 
ment gjanL 

At the same time there has 
.been a revival of serious writ- 
ing. Look at the late Prof 
Richard EDmann's biography 
of Oscar Wilde — long, 
scholarly, expensive (£19.95 
and $24.95), and a best-seller 
bbth here and in the' United 
States.

EUmann's advance from 
Hamish Hamilton in London 
was £90,000, a UK non-fiction 
record. It did not stand for 
long. Last autumn, just after it 
had been bought by Random 
House of New York, Chatto & 
Wrndus gave Michael Holroyd 
an advance of £625,000 for hi? 
biography of George Bernard 
Shaw. When you consider that 
the book has taken him 10 years 
already and may take another 
five, this was not such a vast 
sum; but it did beat the previous 
record by a factor of nearly 
seven. 

Other serious British authors 
have done only slightly less 


spectacularly. Salman Rushdie 
got $850,000 for his next novel. 
Fay Weldon £450.000 for her 
next three. Back in New York, 
Tom Wolfe is rumoured lo 
have made $1.5 million for the 
paperback rights to his bestsell- 
ing novel The Bonfire of The 
Vanities. 

There are signs of similar 
inflation at the pulp end. Jackie 
Collins is getting $15 million 
for her next three door-stops, 
Barbara Taylor (“A Woman of 
Substance”) Bradford $9 
million for hers. The lesser- 
known Tom Clancy is getting 
S3 million for her next three spy 
thrillers; the unknown (except 


as a journalist) Sally Ben urn an 
got SI million for the current 
chart-topper “Destiny." And 
the well-known but not consis- 
tently mega-selling James 
Clavell got S5 million for a sin- 
gle epic. Whirlwind. 

Not all of these big outlays 
have paid off. Whirlwind, says 
a New York literary edi lor, was 
not the hit its publishers (the 
Hcarst Corporation) expected. 

It would be a mistake to 
think that more than a few 
authors command these sums. 
There remains another literary 
world, where first novelists are 
grateful to be offered $5,000 or 
£3,000 against a 7.5 per cent 


royalty, and literary agents do 
not lake tax lawyers into 
editors' office with them. 

That world views the world 
of which it is now the underside 
with “a mixture of incredulity 
and consternation,” says one 
London literary editor (and 
author) — “as ifaulhorshad no 
business to be in business.” 

Fifteen years ago, in a 
remark he will never be allowed 
to forget, Michael Holroyd 
wrote: “In the 1970s, men of 
letters are the undeserving 
poor." In the 1980s, they are 
just as likely to be the well, more 
or less deserving rich. 


Telling 
tales 
J about 
jPapa 

THE latest slab of Heming- 
wayana is the handiwork of a 
cast of hundreds. Papa's 
friends, enemies, doctors, psy-

The painter, 
Henry Strater, claims Papa got 
him drunk, sandbagged him 
and stole his prize fish- Hewas 
a real s.o.b.” Asked if Ernesto 
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Hemingway: new insights 

was actually a shy man behind 
the macho mask-Straier snaps: 
“He was shy like one of those 
police dogs.” 

Compare this with, the asser- 
tion of william Walton, a firm 
and clear recurring witness in 
the book, “He was enormously 
shy.” 

And so it goes in ever more 
complicated knots with the 
friends of Ernest Hennngway 
scrambling ever more enth- 
usiastically for a piece, of toe 
true image. Something about 
this book reminds me of the fact 
that at the height of. medieval 
relic-mania there were more 
than a hundred churches in 
Christendom claiming to own

This emails great dangers, 
notably to his prose style and 
sense of logic. He never notices 
when he prims two contradic- 
tory statements on the same 
page, as on page three: “The 
members of the Royal family 
have to do nothing but be them- 
selves, and be throughly predic- 
table, to sustain interest in their 
dynasty,” comes at the lop, but 
ai the bottom he says: “As with 
every piece oT fiction, the 
characters develop and change 
as the story unfolds.” 

Courtney starts a sentence: 
“By the very fact that they are 
different means that they are 
automatically surrounded by 
an aura of mytique”. breaking 
the old rule about sentences 
needing subjects. 

He can also perpetrate 
statements such as: “But both 
the Princess of Wales and the 
Duchess of York are nonethe- 
less flesh-and-blood young 
women of a certain class and 
background ...” If you need the 
but, you do not need the non- 
etheless; if you need the aura, 
you can do without mystique. 
And show me a young woman 
who is not flesh-and-blood and 
of a certain class and back- 
ground. and I will show you a 
Martian girL 

I think 1 will go and lie down.

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Stereotypes attempt to shake off hackneyed image

Make-op, costumes, hair-do, wigs, beards and also 
an overall style of facing the camera, are some of 
the props used by stars to change their image in an 
industry where the range of roles is extremely 
limited and stereotypes the norm. In this pictorial 
feature our Bombay correspondent highlights 
some of die recent transformations. 


AFTER a certain lime lapse, 
every star, big or small, feels the 
need for a change. It is probably 
because the ‘set image' which 
once contributed to their suc- 
cess begins to lose iischarm. In 
other countries, stars often 
resort to taking up a varieLy of 
contrasting characters. But in 
the Indian cinema, the range of 
roles is very limited and the 
industry mostly goes by 
stereotypes. 

Hence the stars effect a 
change in image, by reshaping 
their physical appearance, 
through make-up, costumes, 
hair-do. wigs, beards and also 
an overall style of facing the 
camera.

FAMILY DOCTOR

DO NOT LICK SKIN AFTER 
CONTACTING POISON IVY 


QUESTION: I have heard that one way to 
keep from getting a rash from poison ivy is 
to lick yourskin after coming in contact with 
the plant. Could you comment on this? 

ANSWER: First leL meexplain what hap- 
pens when people touch plants that are 
known to cause rashes. The plants wd think 
of are poison ivy, oak and sumac. These 
plants have a resin on them which, when 
spread on the skin, can cause an allergic 
reaction. 

People often think the rash itself can be 
spread by the liquid that may leak from the 
blisters formed as a result of the resin irrita- 
tion and which form part of the rash of 
poison ivy. But, this is really not the case. 

Because the rash may. at limes, take up to 
three weeks to show itself, it is the original 
spread of the resin that causes these late- 
appearing blisters and not a continuation of 
the problem from blister liquid. That means 
that the best initial therapy is to thoroughly 
wash all the areas that could possible have 
been exposed, to remove the resin. Clothes 
that have been contaminated should also be 
washed and if for some reason they cannot 
be cleaned then they should be isolated in a 


weli-ventilatcd area for three weeks. 

Drugs such as diphenhydramine (Ben- 
adryl) may be prescribed to cut down on the 
amount of itching. Cortisone creams can be 
used todecrease the local inflammation and, 
in people with severe reactions to the plant, 
steroid (cortisone-like) pills or even injec- 
tions may be needed. While I do not know of 
any literature that specifically discusses the 
use of saliva to reduce this annoying rash, 
one thing is absolutely sure. You don’t want 
to try to wash off the resin by licking the 
skin. Itcould produce fearful lesions in your 
moulh and on your tongue and so ranks 
high on the list of "No no’s.” 

QUESTION: Should I cut down on 
cholesterol in my child's diet? 

ANSWER: It's a very good idea. High 
levels of cholesterol in the diet lead to ath- 
erosclerosis, or clogging of the arteries. It 
may take years for high cholesterol levels to 
damage arteries, but why let it start early? 
Autopsies of children who have died of 
other causes have shown that artery clog- 
ging already has begun in some children. In 
addition, there is a direct link between chil- 
dren’s diet and coronary artery disease in 
adults. 


The trouble with saying that children 
should cut back on their fat and cholesterol 
intake is that it is hard to create a diet that 
does so and still gives sufficient nutrition for 
growth. Growing children need more 
protein and calcium in their diets than adults 
do. The American Academy of Pediatrics 
has made several recommendations for chil- 
dren’s diets. The first is that infants should 
be breast-fed when possible or, barring that, 
fed infant formula for the first six months, 
followed by supplemental foods of cereal 
and fruits with whole cow’s milk for the 
second six months. After age 1, children, 
should receive a balanced varied diet with 
food from each of the four major good 
groups. The key word here is balanced. 
Diets that avoid extremes are safest for 
children. 

The academy recommends that children 
older than age 2 limit fat intake to 30 percent 
to 40 per cent of total calories. (Many 
processed foods now stare the amounts of 
fat and cholesterol on their labels.) Keep to 
these guidelines and your child should be 
well on the way to healthy eating habits.

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Kuwait Fund extends $5.4b loans 
to Arab and developing countries 


Plan to purchase 220 aircraft: Mishari 


THE Kuwait Fund for Arab 
Economic Development the 
Arab world's largest agency, 
extended loans totalling about 
SS.4 billion to Arab and other 
developing countries in the past 
27 years, a statement said on 
Thursday. 

The KFAD statement said 
that since its establishment in 
1961 through AprD thia year it 
extended 341 loans totalling 
KD1.5 billion to finance 
development projects in 64 coun- 
tries. 

Loans to Arab states accoun- 
ted for 5 i Jl per cent of the figure, 
while 21.9 per cent went to non- 
Arab Islamic countries and 26.9 
per cent to non-Arab and non- 
Islamic developing nations, the 
statement said. 

The Fund cited Tunisia and 
Jordan as the key Arab ben- 
eficiaries, India and China as the 
largest recipients of loans in non- 
Arab Asia, and Senegal and Tan- 
zania in non- Arab Africa. 

The Kuwait Fund said that it 
also extended grants and tech- 
nical assistance to 33 Arab and 
non- Arab states with a total 
value of KD2 1 million. 

A recently published report 
said that Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia remained the world's 
most generous donors, despite a 
sharp drop in oil prices of recent 
years. 


KFAD’s paid-up capital now 
amounts to KD970 million. It 
was established 27 years with a 
capital of KD50 million. 

The report^ published this 
week by the Dubai-based, Engl- 
ish-language Khaleej Times, 
estimated Arab aid to the Third 
World at $4.4 billion in 1986, 20 
per cent more than that of the 
previous year. 

At the start, loans were con- 
fined to Arab states, but with the 
• gradual increase of the capital, 
loans were extended to other 
developing nations. 

Disbursements 

The Khaleej Time’s report said 
Kuwait’s overall disbursements 
in 1986 accounted for 2.99 per 
cent of its Gross National 
Product, the world's second 
highest ratio. 

Other Arab national funds are 
. the Abu Dhabi Fund for Arab 
Economic Develomenl, the 
Saudi Development Fund and 
the Iraqi Fund for External 
Development as well as another 
Kuwait-based agency, the Arab 
Fund for Economic and Social 
Development 

There is also the Khartoum- 
based Arab Bank for African 
Development, the Jeddah-based 
Islamic Development Bank and 
an aid fund attached to the 13- 
nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 


Arab airlines to form $1 b consortium 



FOURTEEN Arab air carriers 
and five financial institutions 
have a tentative agreement to 
form a bfllion-dollar consortium 
to purchase up to 220 new com- 
mercial aircraft, the chairman of 
the Kuwait Airways Corpora- 
tion said on Thursday. 

“The studies conducted by 
(the consortium) show that the 
Arab air carriers need 220 sew 
aircraft with an estimated cost of 
$10 billion, on the basis of 1988 
dollars, by the year 1995," said 
Ahmed Mishari, chairman of 
KAC. 

Inaugurated 

Mishari, who also chairs the 
project’s steering committee, 
said that the facility will be 
nawiftH the Arab Aviation Fin- 
ance Company ' and will be 
inaugurated in 1989. 

In an interview with the 
Associated Press, he said the 
group was in the process of selec- 
ting a consulting firm to conduct 
a feasibility study. A decision on 
the firm is expected by the end of 
June. 


In addition to Mishari, the 
Steering committee comprises 
the board chairman of the 
national airlines of Jordan and 
Morocco, the secretary-general 
of the Arab Air Carriers Organ- 
isation (AACO) and represen- 
tatives of five banking establish- 
ments. They are the National 
Bank of Kuwait, the Inter- 
nationa! Gulf Bank, the Gulf 
Investment Establishment, the 
Arab Banking Establishment 
and the Arab Bank for Inter- 
national Investment. 

The panel has raised $130 
million thus far and wants to 
raise one billion for the consor- 
tium. 

“The company will be based in 
a country that provides the best 
financial, commercial and taxing 
aspects in accordance with the 
consultant's report," Mishari 
said.

Egypt cuts oil export price 


CAIRO, June 17, (UPI): Non- ■ 
OPEC Egypt, in a move reflect- 
ing what an official described as 
instability on the world market, 
announced yesterday a SOcent-a- 
barrel reduction on its crude oil 
exports for the second half of 
June. 

The cut, the first since March, 
lowered the price of Egypt’s 

S remium Suez blend crude to 
14.33 a barrel, said Hammad 
Ayyoub, vice-chairman of the 
Egyptian Petroleum Authority. 
Lowered 

Egypt, a key independent 
producer with close ties to 
OPEC's Arab Gulf producers, 
had kept the price of its oil 
exports unchanged since the 
middle of April.

crude to $13.50 a barrel and its 
medium -quality Badran crude to 
$12.60 a barrel, Ayyoub said. 
The heavy RasGhareb crude was 
marked down to $11. 90 a barrel. 

The semi-official Middle East 
News Agency quoted an official 
at the Petroleum Ministry as say- 
ing Egypt took the action 
because "a condition of 
instability prevailed on the world 
market as a result of failure to 
adhere to posted prices." 

Earlier this week the I3-mem- 
ber Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries agreed to 
extend its 15.06 million barrel-a- 
day production ceiling for the 
rest of the year in a bid to raise 
world oil prices to its $18-a- 
barrel target from the current $ 1 6 
range.

DHAKA, June 17, (Reuter): 
Poverty-stricken Bangladesh has 
imposed heavy taxes in its new 
buaget in a bid to cut dependence 
on foreign aid. 

Finance Minister Mo hamma d

proposing new taxes totalling

NEW YORK, June 1 7, (Reuter): 
Texaco Inc has agreed to sell a 
half-interest in its eastern and 
southeastern US refining and 
marketing system to Saudi 
Arabia for $800 million, Texaco 
said yesterday. 

The deal gives the kingdom a 
long-sought role in refining 
crude oil in one ofits most impor- 
tant markets. 

The deal, also announced by 
Saudi Oil Minister Hisham 
Nazer, climaxed several months 
of negotiations and will save Tex- 
aco $2 billion by cutting oil 
inventory and working capital 
costs. 

Battling 

The announcement came on 
the eve of Texaco’s annual meet- 
ing of shareholders in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, at which investor 
Carl Icahn is battling for five 
seats on the company’s 14-raem- 
ber board. Icahn is trying to take 
over the company. 

Analysts said Texaco's deal 
with the Saudis would probably 
not shift the balance of power in 
the fight for the board seats. 

The agreement was made with 
the Saudi government-owned 
Arabian American Oil Com- 
pany, often referred to as 
ARAMCO. The deal involves 
assets in 23 states in the eastern 
United States and on the Gulf of 


Mexico, as well as in the District 
of Columbia. 

Texaco is m the midst of a 
prografhme to dispose of $5 
billion of holdings in a restruc- 
turing. On June 6 it announced it 
would sell its West German unit, 
Deutsche Texaco, for over $1.2 
billion. 

The relationship between Tex- 
aco and Saudi Arabia, one of the 
world's largest oil producers and 
largest exporter, goes back 50 
years. Texaco, Exxon Corp, 
Mobil Corp and Chevron Coip 
are operating partners with 
Saudi Arabia in ARAMCO. 
Contribute 

Texaco said ARAMCO’s 
Saudi Refining Inc unit will 
provide 75 per cent of the joint 
venture's initial inventory, 
estimated at 30 million bauds of 
crude oil and oil products, and 
each partner will contribute its 50 
per cent share of net working 
capita] other than inventory. 

Texaco said: “By sharing the 
inventory and working capital, 
Texaco expects to achieve 
approximately $2 billion in cash 
benefits and savings from the for- 
mation of the joint venture, 
based on current oil prices." 

The company said the venture 
will have the right to buy up to 
600,000 barrels per day of crude 
ofl from Saudi Arabia at prevail- 


ing market prices and wfl] have 
the exclusive use of the Texaco 
trademark for marketing petrol, 
diesel fuel and home heating oil 
in the 23-state region. 

Some analysts criticised Tex- 
aco for cutting a hasty deal and 
not getting a high enough price. 
Bargain 

“The Saudis drove a very hard 
bargain," said one analyst, who 
asked not to be identified. “They 
took advantge of the situation — 
Texaco's back was to the ball" 
since the firm needed the 
announcement before the annual 
meeting. 

The analyst said the Saudis 
would have paid another $200 
mil H on to 400 million if Texaco 
had held out 

■ Oil industry sources said Saudi 
Arabia, following Kuwait's foot- 
steps in refining and selling its oil 
products in Europe, has been 
planning to enter downstream 
activities in Western Europe and 
the United States since 1986. 

Nazer, quoted by the official 
Saudi Press Agency, said: ’Tex- 
aco is the natural partner for 
Saudi Arabia because of the 
company’s known experience in 
the refining industry ra addition 
to the trained workers and 
labourers it has and its historic 
relationship with the kingdom."

interests by providing a guaran- 
teed outlet for its Arab light 
crude oil and was a good oppor- 
tunity for the kingdom to par- 
ticipate in a beneficial commer- 
cial project.

Oil industry sources had

stream ofl facilities worldwide. 

Neighbouring Kuwait was the 
first to take this step when it paid 
$2.5 billion in 1981 to buy out 
leases held by Saute Fe Inter- 
national Corp., a US oil explora- 
tion and development company 
based in California. It also took 
over about 3,000 gas-filling sta- 
tions and two refineries from the 
US company Gulf Oil in Scan- 
dinavian and Benelux countries. 

Diversification 

Kuwait's acknowledged aim 
was the diversification of sources 
of national income for the after- 
math of the heyday of oil prices, 
which began falling in the early 
1980’s, and to guarantee outlets 
for crude oil production. 

The Texaco venture would be 
the first for Saudi Arabia. 


Drought brings India back to world food markets 


NEW DELHI, June 17, (AP): 
More than a decade after India 
succeeded in growing enough 
food to feed itself, drought has 
forced the world's second most 
populous nation back to the 
international food markets. 

The purchases have been small 
— a million metric tons of wheat 
from the United States and 
500,000 tons of rice from 
Thailand — and are solely to 
replenish buffer stocks. 
Underscore 

It is the first time in five years 
that India has imported grain. 
But the purchases underscore the 
limits of the “green revolution*' 
of the early 1970s and how reliant 
on the weather Indian remains. 

Relentlessly ticking away in 
the background is the population 
bomb. 

India's ability to feed itself is 
linked to curbing a population 
that has reached 800 million, is 
growing at a rate of 2.2 percent a 
year and is expected to exceed 
China’s population of 1 .2 billion 
in the first half of the 21st cen- 
tury. 

India's current food problems 
began last summer when the 
monsoon failed and devastating 
drought moved north into the 
principal farming states. As a 


result, the winter rice crop was 
about 10 milli on tons less than 
that of the previous year. 

When the rains did come, the 
wheat crop was in the fields. 
About 2 million tons was lost to 
water damage. The crop still was. 
larger than the year before, but 
not enough to make up for the 
winter rice failure. 

Shrunk 

Thus, the government has 
used its food reserves, and those 
stocks have shrunk from 25 
million tons last July to about 
9.43 million tons at present, news 
and other reports say. A foreign 
agricultural specialist said there 
have been no reports of deaths. 

The government's problem 
now is procuring enough of the 
wheat currently being harvested. 

Because of the drawdown in 
national reserves, farmers — and 
to a larger extent private traders 
and flour millers — have been * 
working to keep the wheat crop 
off the market to drive up prices. 
The United News of India recen- 
tly quoted Sukh Ram, Minister 
of State for Food and Supply, as 
warning middlemen about hoar- 
ding. 

Hope now is focused on the 
life-bestowing monsoon due to 
hit New Delhi in late June. Wes- 


tern officials expect India to buy 
more wheat and rice later this 
year, and the strength of the 
monsoon will determine how 
much must be purchased. 

The prospects for a good mon- 
soon are favourable. But even if * 
the weather co-operates and 
India’s foodgrain production, 
continues its modest increase 
there still are problems ahead. 

First, the green revolution 
extended only to wheat and rice, 
and production lags in other 
areas, acknowledged Agricul- 
ture Secretary C. A. Srinivasa 
Sastry. 

India bought 100,000 tons of 
corn from Argentina this year 
and was given 100,000 tons by 
the United States. Cora imports 
could total 500.000 tons by year 
end, a Western diplomat said. 

Ill health 

India also remains the world’s 
largest importer of edible oils — 
liO.OOOtons this year — and also 
imports soybeans, lentils, butter 
oil, non-fat dry milk and small 
amounts of sugar and cotton. 

Western officials have criti- 
cised India's agriculture exten- 
sion service, saying it was not 
getting necessary information to 
the farmers. 

Bui Sastry said it takes time to 


dissemin ate information. 

“In my mind, it is a sign of ill 
health if thane is no gap," he said 
in an interview. 

About 85 per cent of India's 
wheat-growing land is now 
irrigated. 

Sastry said his ministry is 
working to increase irrigation, to 
tap the huge water table on which 
India sits through wells, improve 
dry land fanning and increase 
production in states where water 
is no problem.

US delays two more 
offshore oil lease sales 

WASHINGTON, June 17, (Reuter): US Interior Secretary 
Donald Hodei announced yesterday two more controversial sales 
of leases for offshore oil and gas drilling would he delayed to leave 
the decisions to the next administration. The sales are in a North 
Atlantic region from New Jersey to Canada and in the gntf of 
Mexico off Florida and Alabama. On June 6, the eve or the 
California presidential primary election, Hodei responded to 
political pressure from Vice-President George Bosh, the probable 
Republican nominee for president, and delayed a plan to allow 
drilling in waters off a scenic section of northern California. The 
California drilling was opposed by many Californians and by 
Massachusetts Governor Michael Dukakis. Bush’s probable 
Democratic opponent in the November presidential election. 
Hodei said the delay in the California lease sale would allow the 
next administration to Ukc the controversial decision of whether 
to allow the drilling, opposed by emironmeatalists and the fishing 
and tourist industries. Hodei said in yesterday's announcement 
the North Atlantic lease sale would be delayed for six months 
from its planned date of February 1989. Officials said that under 
the delay, technical planning for the sale and the invitation for 
bidding would be held up for the administration taking office next 
January. Hodei split a proposed lease sale in the gulf of Mexico 
into two sections, with one section going for sale as planned next 
November but tine other, more controversial part delayed for six 
months. President Reagan and Hodei have argued that all 
reasonable steps should be taken to find oil on US lands and 
offshore waters to try to avert too much reliance on foreign oil. 

EEC and Comecon to sign 
mutual recognition pact 

STRASBOURG, France, June 17, (AP): The European 
Parti ament yesterday formally adopted the mutual recognition 
agreement to be signed between the European Economic Com- 
munity and Comecon. The agreement will be signed by the 12- 
nation West European trade bloc and its I D-ration communist 
counterpaprt in Luxembourg on June 25. The European 
Parliament vote came after EEC Chairman Hans- Dieter Gens- 
cher hailed the “Common declaration between the Community 
and Comecon, which wflj be signed after many long years of 
difficult talks, (and) establishes official relations." The West 
German foreign minister, who will complete on June 30 his 
rotating six-month chairmanship, said the EEC hoped tint the 
conclusion of agreements with member states of Comecon “will 
lead to increased mutual confidence and respect." Genscber said 

be hoped progress would be made, “notably on the issue of human 

rights." “Ail participants (to the conference on European 
security and co-operation in Vienna) who are still hesitant arc 
Invited to negotiate in a constructive manner," Genscher added. 
Under EEC law, the Parliament did not have to be consulted on 
the EEC-Comecon agreement which would ha ve been signed even 
without its approval. But WiUy De Clercq, EEC commissiotier 
for external relations, insisted that EEC law required “consulta- 
tion of the European Parliament." The EEC-Comecon 
agreement would mark the Gist time the communist trade Hoc 
had officially recognised dm EEC. Last week two Comecon 
members, the Soviet Union and East Germany separately asked 
to establish diplomatic relations with the EEC on a bilateral basis.

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Foreign aid, 
exports help 
Bangladesh’s 
economic recovery 

DHAKA, June 17, (Reuter): 
Increased foreign aid and higher 
exports helped save Bangladesh 
from even worse trouble follow- 
ing monsoon floodsand political 
unrest in the 1 987 *88 fiscal year, 
a government economic survey 
said. 

The survey, published yester- 
day. said the country's overall 
balance of payments position 
was “quite satisfactory despite a 
wide trade gap. higher food 
imports and exchange rate 
devaluation.” 

Despite political unrest and 
frequent opposition-led general 
strikes, Bangladesh earned SI. 2 
billion through exports in 1987/ 
88. 100 million more than 1986/ 
87, it said. 

But the trade deficit increased 
by 13.8 percent to $1.75 billion 
with 1.52 billion in 1986/87 
mainly because of the country’s 


But the survey said Ban- 
gladesh's S283 million balance of 
payments surplus was helped by 
SI. 7 billion in foreign aid and 
remittances from Bangladeshis 
working overseas earnings of 
S700 million. 

Foreign aid in 1986/87 was 
SI. 5 billion. 

Bangladesh had an overall 
balance of payments surplus of 
S2I2raiUion in 1986/87. 

It paid 23.85 per cent of its 
total foreign exchange earnings 
towards debt repayments in 
1987/88 against 20per cent in the 
previous year. 

Total debt increased to S8.36 
billion till June 30. 1987 from 
56.14 billion in June, 1986, the 
sruvey said. 


Japan and US to seek support 
for Manila aid 


MANILA, July 17, (Reuter): 
Japan and the United States will 
canvass support for a huge inter- 
national aid package for the 
Philippines at a weekend summit 
meeting of the world's major 
industrialised democracies, 
Manila officials said today. 

One official said Tokyo and 
Washington had told the Philip- 
pines that Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshi w and President 
Reagan would seek support in 
principle for a multi-billion 
dollar aid project from other 
members of the Group of Seven 
when they meet from June 1 9 to 
21 in Toronto. 


“We were told they would 
bring it up, but only in general 
terms. They will presumably 
float the idea, express support 
and solicit ideas from the oth- 
ers,” Rodolfo Severino, assistant 
secretary of foreign affairs, said 
in a telephone interview. 

The G-7 also includes Britain, 
Canada, France, Italy and West

Reagan made it clear the US 
would push for a new and 
initiative at Toronto when, in a 
June 13 speech outlining his 
agenda for the summit, he called 
on the G-7 partners to “join 
together to help restore the econ- 
omies*' of the Philippines and 
Afghanistan.

Inflation worries hit London stock market 


LONDON, June 17, (Reuter): 
Gold fell and the dollar held 
steady today as inflation worries 
eased in much of the world, but 
rising prices in Britain unsettled 
London markets. 

And many dealers fear that 
because a continuing drought in 
the US Midwest threatens the 
grain crop, American food prices 
could rise enough to help rekin- 
dle inflation there. 

But the slide in oil prices con- 
tinued, cooliag inflation worries 
elsewhere. 

Sharply 

The price of gold, a favoured 
hedge against inflation, fell shar- 
ply, and was fixed in London 
today at $450.00 an ounce, down 
$4.00 from yesterday afternoon. 

“Commodity prices and their 
influence on inflation are the 
only real factor at the moment.” 
said a Swiss bullion dealer. 

In Britain, the government 
reported retail prices rose more 
rapidly in May lhan most econ- 
omists forecast. 

Worries about inflation sent 
share prices tumbling, even 
before the government reported 
a 0.4 per cent rise in retail prices 
in May, about twice the average 
percentage forecast by econ- 
omists. 

Running 

Retail prices were up 4.2 per 
cent on an annual basis. In April, 
inflation was running at a 3.9 per 
cent annual rate. 

By Midday. London's FTSE 


index of 100 blue chip British 
shares had dropped 21.7 points 
to 1,840.2 points. 

The pound sterling was under 
pressure. It fell more than half a 
cent to dip below $ 1 .78 and shed 
about a pfennig to less than 3.12

Japan’s GNP in fiscal 1986 
totaled 301.68 trillion yen ($2.41 
trillion), up 2.6 per cent over the 
proceeding year. 

The 4.9 per cent 1987 growth 
rate was well beyond the goal set 
by the Japanese government of a 
3.7 per cent.

But ail article in the West Ger- 
man economic daily Handels- 
blatl said the Bundesbank’s 
policymaking central bank 
council decided at its Wednesday 
meeting to hike the rate to 3.50 
per cent effective next Tuesday. 

A Bundesbank spokesman 
said he could neither confirm nor 
deny the report. 

Financial markets in the 
United States were stirred by 
speculation about an increase in 


the West German REPO rate. 

On the US bond market, 
interest rates surged and bonds 
plunged in value, with long-term 
issues- taking the biggest hit. Hie 
yield on the Treasury’s closely 
watched 30-year bond jumped to 
8.94 per cent from 8.83 per cent 
late Wednesday, while it fell 
$12.50 per $1 ,000 in face value. 

Share prices also dropped on 
Wall Street, reverberating from 
the decline in bond prices. 

A top West German banking 
official, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said several 
developments have made the 
situation ripe for an increase, by 
the Bundesbank in the REPO 
rate.

TORONTO, June 17, (Reuter): 
Security measures unpreceden- 
ted in a city that prides itself on 
being one of the safest in North 
America greeted leaders arriving 
today for the Toronto economic

Helmut Kohl, the first to arrive. 
Helicopters hovered over the 
downtown convention centre 
where the leaders will confer.

Oshmekov said Dasayev’s 
injury was only bruising and he 
was expected to take pan in a 
training session at the Soviet 
Union's isolated headquarters 
near Stuttgart today before 
travelling to Frankfurt's Wald- 
stadion to face England, already 
eliminated after two defeats. 

The Soviet squad had no other 
injury problems and aimed to 
improve on their below-par per- 
formance against the Irish, Osh- 
mekov said, when they required a 
74th minute equaliser from Oleg 
Protasov to share the points. 

Protasov’s strength, pace and 
finishing skills are sure to be the 
chief threat again to England’s 
fragile defence.

Senna returns 
to scene of 
past triumphs 

DETROIT. June 17. (Reuler): 
Ayrton Senna is set once again to 
demonstrate his mislay of the 
streets of Detroit as the city that 
is synonymous with motor man- 
ufacture plays host to the fastest 
cars in the world in the US Grand 
Prix on Sunday. 

The 28-year-old Brazilian is 
going for his third consecutive 
victory in “motor city” — no- 
one else has won more than once 
in the six previous Detroit races 
—and his third win of the season. 

Senna won in San Marino on 
May 1 and is still celebrating an 
impressive victory in Iasi Sun- 
day's Canadian Grand Prix, in 
each case beating McLaren 
teammate Alain Pros! of France, 
the world drivers* championshjp 
leader and heavy favourite to win 
the tide for the third lime in four 
years. 

Last year Senna, then driving 
for Lotus, entered Detroit riding 
thehigh of a Monaco victory and 
with a chance to jump to the top 
of the drivers’ standings. 

Hope 

But thisyear. Senna, one ofihe 
few drivers with a realistic cha nee 
of depriving Prost of the cham- 
pionship, can only hope to move 
within striking distance of the 
French ace. Prost holds a com- 
manding lead with 39 points for 
three wins and two second place 
finishes after just five races. 
Senna is second with 24. 

Take the glamour and breath- 
taking scenery away from Monte 
Carlo and you have the Detroit 
Grand Prix, a demanding and 
slow — by Formula One stan- 
dards — street race. 

The narrow, four- km course, 
which runs round the hotels and 
office buildings of the city centre, 
includes a hairpin and several 90- 
degree turns that leave little 
room for passing and less margin 
for error than almost any other 
race on the Formula One circuit. 

Although Prost is a superb 
street racer with four Monaco 
victories to his credit and has 
been the dominant force in 1988. 
he said last year that Detroit, 
where he has managed two third 
place finishes, is his least 
favourite Grand Prix. 

This should bode well for 
drivers from other teams still 
seeking their first win of the 
season such as world champion 
Nelson Piquet of Brazil, who fin- 
ished second here last year in his 
Williams, but has since joined 
Lotus, or Ferrari -driving Aus- 
trian Gerhard Berger, in third 
■ place in the drivers' s tan dings- 
with 18 points. 

Loves 

Piquet won here in 1984 in a 
Brabham and Italian Michele 
A] bo ret o, Berger's Ferrari team- 
mate, won for Tyrrell in Detroit a 
year earlier. 

Unfortunately for the rest of 
the field, however. Senna, the 
other half of McLaren ’s “dream 
team”, loves this race. After vic- 
tories here in 1986 and 1987, the 
Brazilian, who broke his own 
course record last year, must be 
considered the favourite to con- 
tinue McLaren's complete 
domination of the final year of 
turbo-charged Formula One 
care.

Chappell resigns ad

LONDON. June 17, (Reuter): 
Malcolm Marshall showed again 
Loday why he is regarded as the 
best fast bowler in the world with 
a six-wicket haul that destroyed 
England's first innings and put 
West Indies in command of the 
second Test at Lord's. 

In lOovers in theaflernoon, he 
took five wickets at a personal 
cost of only 13 runs as England 
plunged to 1 65 all oul, 44 behind 
West Indies' first innings 209. 

By close of play on a day shor- 
tened by several stoppages for 
bad lighL West Indies had scored 
16 without loss in their second 
innings with Gordon Greenidge 
on 12 and Desmond Haynes 
four. 

Swept 

England lost their last eight 
wickets for 53 runs, their last 
seven for 36, as Marshall swept 
aside the brittle batting with a 
masterly display of quick bowl- 
ing. 

His dismissal of opener Gra- 
ham Gooch best illustrated the 
Barbadian's superb control. 

After Gooch had doggedly 
reached 44 after more than three 
hours at the crease, he was beaten 
by an away swinger and lucky 
not to get a touch. 

The next ball Marshall pitched 
in exactly the same spot, but this

Bin Sulayem wins Jordan Rally

MOHAMMED BIN SULA- 
YEM took his third win of this 
year's Middle East Champion- 
ship. with a closely fought six 
minutes seven seconds victory 
over Qatari veteran Saeed AI 
Hajri. in the Jordan Rally which 
ended yesterday. Prince 
Abdullah took third place, a full 
23 minutes behind Hajri. Strom- 
berg was fourth in a Saab, and 
Haiabi took fifth place in a Nis- 
san 240 RS. 

The rally was one of the most 
exciting rounds of the champion- 
ship, with the lead passing back- 
wards and forwards between 
three different drivers through- 
out. The drivers battled between 
themselves over three days, in 
some of the world’s most impres- 
sive scenery. 

Predicted 

Disaster struck for David 
LleweUm. of Wales in the first 
50m of the first stage, when the 
Audi Quattro A2 sustained a 
puncture. Llewellin and British 
navigator Phil Short stopped 
immediately to change it, losing 
three minutes and falling straight 
back to eighth place.
